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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . A telephone call was made to Ross A. Schmitt (Registration No. 42,529) on 05/19/2004 
to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
1. Claims 1-15. 

n. Claims 16-17. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as discarding the 
previously-obtained location data and location estimate. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Invention I contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

A) Claims 1-3, 5-15 relate to location determination. 

B) Claim 4 relates to LAN. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 14 are generic.
